Paris, April 27.—The only infantry
attack attempted by the Germans wazs
i the Benones sector, In Lorraine,
This attempt was stopped by the
French fire curtaln.

Heavy artillery bombardment over
much of the front and unusual activ-
ity on the part of French aviators
were the distinguishing features of
the day. French batteries bombarded
German positions in the Dormolse vai:
ley in Champaigne, and in the sectens
of Hill 336, Vaunquois and the Bois
Cheppy, in the Argonne. The artll
lery on buth sides was actlve about
Avocourt, Hill 304 and Montzeville,
on the western bank of the Meuse, in
the Verdim sector, and to a lesser de
gree on the eastern bunk of the river.
Varangeville and Luneville, southeast
of Naney, were hombarded by a (Ger-
man long range gun,
